authentication process 
• Login changes also affect users who launch FAA 

Access through EDExpress
• Users no longer need to provide SSN, last name, 

DOB and PIN
– User Name
– Password

• Login changes affect Demo site
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FAA Access to CPS OnlineFAA Access to CPS Online
• Will include all new FAFSA questions
• Questions on entry screens, ISIR compare, and 

outputs will follow question order of paper FAFSA 
• Help Topics will be added for new FAFSA questions
• All worksheet data elements will –

– Display on FAA Access application entry screen
– Display as part of Verification Tool

• Housing question order changed to match FAFSA 
1 = on campus
2 = with parents
3 = off campus

• CCRAA permits FAA’s to use Dependency 

Overrides (D/O) performed by another school, 
within the same award year –
– Student Inquiry page will continue to display a complete list of

transactions for the student applicant
– If a D/O was performed  –

• D/O indicator will appear next to the transaction 
• School Code for school that performed the D/O will also appear

– With student’s DRN, FAA’s from schools not listed on the 
transaction can access the record and add their school code

• CCRAA adds dislocated worker and 
homelessness as examples of when an FAA can 
use professional judgment

• 2009-10 CCRAA Changes:
– Updates Income Protection Allowances 
– Increases Automatic Zero EFC income parameter to 

$30,000
– Dislocated worker becomes an eligibility criteria for 

Simplified Needs Test (SNT) and Automatic Zero EFC 
• Applicant qualifies for SNT or Automatic Zero EFC, as appropriate, if 

parent of a dependent student, or an independent student –
– Answers “Yes” to Dislocated Worker question, and
– Meets SNT and/or Auto Zero income thresholds

• Eliminated Worksheet A data elements 
from FAFSA and need analysis
– Deleted Worksheet A from Total Income 

calculation
– Deleted edits for Worksheet A comparison

• Includes data elements for all new FAFSA 

questions, including former Worksheet questions
• ISIR follows order of questions on the 2009-10 

paper FAFSA
• Date fields incremented
• No changes to message classes

• Includes data elements and calculated totals for  
additional financial information (formerly Worksheet C)

– “U” for English PDF FAFSA
